Republican leaders are map- 
ping their 1967 domestic legisla- 
tive program in a series of 
meetings with defense and eco- 
nomic experts, legislators and 
governors. 


One session has been held, 


and four more are planned in 
the next two weeks. 


The finished product will be 


unveiled by GOP Leader Gerald 
R. Ford in the Republican eval- 
uation of the "State of the Un- 
ion," 
expected to take place 


about a week after President 
Johnson's "State of the Union" 
Message. Congress reconvenes 
Jan. 10. No dates have been set 
for the President's major mes- 
sages. 


As was the case last year, 


Ford is expected to discuss do- 
mestic issues, such as inflation, 
the draft, taxes and government 
spending, while Senate Republi- 
can Leader Everett M. Dirksen 
analyzes foreign policy. 


Some Republicans were criti- 


cal last year when Dirksen out- 
lined a Viet Nam policy close to 
the President's,- but prepara- 
tions are proceeding on the as- 
sumption the same format will 
be used. 


The Republican leaders held 


one session here last week on 
federal-state relations. The GOP 
position in this area has already 
been detailed by Rep. Melvin R. 
Laird of Wisconsin, chairman of 
the House GOP Conference. 


This is a tax-sharing plan un- 


der which a fixed percentage of 
tax revenues would be returned 
to'the states, with an a d d e d 
amount going to poorer states. 


Two sessions are planned next 


week, one on defense policy and 
the other on crime and law en- 
forcement. 


Man 23, Held 
for Murder 
in Ohio

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A 


former mental patient has been 
arrested in the bludgeon slaying 
of a nationally known church 
and civil rights leader. 


William R. Minor, 23, who 


gave his hometown as Paints- 
ville, Ky., was due in court to- 
day for a preliminary hearing 
on 
a 
first-degree 
murder 


charge. 
Deputy Police Chief 


Herman Beck described minor 
as "a drifter type" who some- 
times works as a painter. 


He is accused in the slaying of 


Dr. Robert W. Spike, 43, minis- 
try professor at the University 
of Chicago credited with a ma- 
jor role in bringing the church 
into the civil rights field. 


Spike's body was found in a 


pool of blood last Oct. 17 in a 
guest room at the United Chris- 
tian Center near Ohio State Uni- 
versity. He had made a speech 
dedicating 
the interdenomina- 


tional center the day before. 


Beck said police were with- 


holding details in the case as a 
result of recent U.S. Supreme 
Court decisions involving pretri- 
al rights of prisoners. But he did 
disclose this much: 


Early 
Wednesday, 
Minor 


stopped a police cruiser in 
downtown Columbus and told 
officers 
lie had committed a 


burglary the night before at the 
Southeast Christian Church in 
Columbus. 


He also said he had burglar- 


ized other churches, and had 
served time for one such offense 
in West Virginia. 


Because of the church angle, 


Beck said officers decided to 
question Minor about the Spike 
case, which until Minor'sarrest, 
had been at "an absolute dead 
end." 


The deputy chief said he was 


not at liberty to disclose details 
of the interrogation or reported 
motive but he added: "We came 
up with enough evidence that 
we felt we could charge him 
with first-degree murder in the 
death of Spike." 


Beck said Minor apparently 


has been in the Columbus area 
ever since the slaying occurred 
but that he refused to tell them 
where he had been staying lo- 
cally. 


Records showed he was com- 


mitted from Franklin County 
(Columbus) »jK»,to.i -the* * Columbus 
State Hospital on Sept. 9, 1964 
and was a patient there until 
May 26 of this year. The hospi- 
tal said it could not divulge the 
reason for Minor's commitment.

ble of a contract when oppo- 
nents have bid under their 
own steam, Al M o r e h e a d 
points out that there is one 
double you should n e v e r 
make. That is when you hold 
massed trumps against the 
declarer and your double may 
tell the declarer how to play 
the hand against you. 


West's double of four spades 


really had nothing to com- 
mend it. North and South had 
not staggered into game. They 
had bid it easily. They did not 
have a misfit. Once South had 
bid a spade the bidding went 
right to game. West did hold 
four trumps but there was no 
guarantee that he would make 
a club trick and at best he 
could not expect to set de- 
clarer more than one trick. 


If West had not stuck in 


his double South would al- 
most surely have led a low 
spade from his hand at trick 
two. 
West would have played 


the three spot and dummy's 
queen would have held the 
trick. From that point on 
South would have been down 
one. 


The double told South how 


to play the hand. He led the 
jack of spades at trick two. 
West's king fell to dummy's 
ace. 
South returned to his 


hand with the nine of dia- 
monds and led the eight of 
spades. West covered with ihe 
nine. This lost to dummy's 
queen and another spade lead 
a c c o u n t e d for West's ten. 
West cashed his queen ot 
clubs and forced South to ruff 
another club but this didn't 
worry South. He still had a 
trump to pull West's three 
spot and the rest of the dia- 
mond suit gave him his ten 
tricks. 


The double had cost West 


890 points, the difference be- 
tween South's making a dou- 
bled game and going down 
one undoubled.

NEW YORK—(NEAj—Several years ago I asked my chil- 


dren what they'd like for Christmas and, without hesitation, 
they chimed: 


"We'd like to go to Kansas City." 
1 could understand Disneyland or Paris or even Miami 


Beach, but Kansas City? 


The reasons were pretty sound. I was a busy pastor strug- 


gling to keep up with the activity and pressures of a large 
congregation. The crushing schedule of Yuletide had started 
—a Couples Club party, caroling by the junior choirs, the an- 
nual college dinner, and the church school pageant. Right at 
this point the kids pressed for their own Christmas truce— 
Kansas City for Christmas. 


They had a strong argument. First of all a trip to Kansas 


City would mean a ride on the train. Our youngsters had 
been on a train a couple of years earlier and hoped to repeat 
the excitement and fun of a cross-country journey. But more 
than this, a train trip with their parents would mean freedom 
from the telephone, distracted conversations, hurried meals 
and late evening meetings. The family, train-bound, would 
be together for more than a few fleeting moments. 


Kansas City was about as far as we could go. To the family 


it meant a happy return—to the Paseo Plaza, that unique 
shopping center with its Spanish decor, quaint shops, toy 
stores and ice cream parlors. 


In this manner, our youngsters were saying that Christmas 


was an opportunity for new and exciting changes to find 
meaning in our life together. I believe they are right. Un- 
happily, the whole Advent season, with Christmas at the 
center, has become a drag in many lives and for many fam- 
ilies. The reasons are obvious. 


Take the Christmas card thing. The Christmas card is 


about as personal as a gas bill. Your name stamped in gold 
just depresses me. Are cards mailed from no one to nobody? 
And those long lists of names, increasing from year to year 
out of fear of forgetting someone. So everyone receives 
Christmas greetings and mentally we check off the names 
as received. Before long some people will be sending receipts. 


Feeling, sentiment, affection—these are absent or unex- 


pressed. Why send cards? 


And worse. The card has become a weapon, a flexing of 


the ego. Here is one that someone mailed me recently with 
a clever shot of the family—waving from the steps of the 
Kremlin! Another envelope reveals a sprawling ranch house 
with "our own view of the Pacific and Merry Christmas, by 
the way." Another skips entirely all Christmas references 
and gives a wide angle picture of a stable, not of the Holy 
Family, but of the stalls for the "quarter horses that we rode 
in the Virginia Hunt Club Review." 


Has giving become a lost art? I will be specific here. Don't 


have your secretary pick out a tie and mail it to me. Do not 
give me a gift certificate from a faceless department store. 
One orange, wrapped by you, is worth a crate from an un- 
known grove in Florida. Do you see what has happened to 
Christmas? The giving from me to you is gone. The feeling 
the personality of your life and existence has expired when 
your company sends me a present right out of the supply 
house catalogue. 


Christmas is a great "happening" because God entered the 


world through a personal life—Jesus Christ. The celebration 
of this amazing and thrilling event comes alive over and over 
again when we recover the vitality of honest personal rela- 
tionships. It is not too late. Follow these directions right 
now: 


• Reduce the number of personal gifts in the family but 


select them with more thoughtfulness and consideration. 
When in doubt ignore the television toy commercials. Better 
spend 50 per cent of the family Christmas money on an event 
Cut out the routine of bleary open houses and New Year's 
headaches and take in a concert, symphony, play, gallery, 
religious pageant. Maybe an overnight trip to the country 
or vice versa to the city—Kansas City! 


• Get off the greed hook. Spend at least 10 per cent of 


the Yule till on specific and immediate charity. Not only the 
church and the usual charities around town but individuals 
in an obvious bind. Open your eyes to a real need and then 
open your wallet. 


• Every card sent has a personal handwritten note. You 


will write fewer cards and enjoy it more. Lay off the pic- 
ttrres of "our new yacht" or A-frame summer home or pho- 
tograph of the sailfish you caught in Bermuda, 
Remember 


your family and friends love you anyway and want to hear 
from you without the sky writing. 


• Read the Christmas story in Luke or Matthew alone. 


Think about the meaning of peace and what efforts we all 
might make to change the course of our warfare society 
God gives us the birth of His Son so that we might know the 
meaning of world family.

From the dawn of time, the middle ages to mo- 


dern times, toys have been synonymous with young« 
sters. As an adult you probably wonder, as you watch 
your child unwrap his Christmas toys, what kind of 
playthings Santa brought to children in centuries past. 


Egyptian, Greek and Roman children were the proud 


possessors, of toys, explained the management of the 
Harold WaVp Pioneer Village, at Minden, in south 
central Nebraska, where one of the largest collec- 
tion of toys Is on display in an Early American Toy 
Shop. 
V 


Throughout the years in the tombs of children of 


royalty, aj-cheologists have discovered dolls, soldiers 
and other^toys made of wood, pottery and metal that 
vividly portrayed that area. 


The Greek and Roman children of early Christ- 


Ian times were often given wooden puppet-dolls, skill- 
fully madei with jointed, movable limbs-and a hole 
in the head. A string passed through this hole, con- 
necting the arms and legs, transforming the doll Into 
a marionette. 


Christmas meant a new supply of rattles and toys 


for tots In the middle ages. Through the 12th and 13th 
centuries, little girls who requested dolls for Christ- 
mas usually had to settle for crude clay models. How-. 
ever, little boys of the era "when knighthood was in 
flower" received toy horses and knights as gifts. 


Children of Noble birth received royal treatment 


when It came to gifts. History records a sizeable 
payment made to a goldsmith for repairing a toy 
wind-mill given to a certain Princess Isabella 
of 


France during the 14th century. 


Craftsmen of the 16th century were paid high prices 


by aristocrats to fashion exquisite toys from pre- 
cious metals and stones for their children. Among 
the delights that these "bluebloods" found In their 
stockings were: soldiers made of silver and gold, 
while the little glrs w-i-re known to receive perfect 
miniatures of household furniture or utensils for their 
"baby houses"~the doll house of that era, 


During these periods, Christmas toys were branch- 


ing off in' still other directions. The first crude me- 
chanical toys appeared as early as 1000 A.D. These 
were eventually equipped with clockworks during the 
17th 
century by the toymakers of Nurenberg, Ger- 


many who were fast becoming famous for their dolls. 


The unlikely pioneer of mass-produced clockwork 


toys 
was 
a French 
sailor who took part in the 


sing sea battle with Napoleon at Trafalgar. 


Ever since little boys staged mock battles with their 


toy knights and horses as part of their training for 


knighthood, educational toys have been a part of the 
childhood toy scene. 


During the 17th century little girls were the re- 


cipients of precision made German toy kitchens or- 
dered for them by their far-sighted parents. These 
contained miniature pieces of kitchenware and cook- 
Ing utensils In copper, pewter and wood. Somewhat 
later English toy makers turned out miniature one- 
roomed houses; shops such as butcher, tailor and 
bakery shops especially for boys. 


In pre-Revolutlonary times In the American col- 


onies, Colonial lassies played with dolls of stuffed 
cloth or kldskln which were topped with china heads 
imported from France. 


Pioneer "missles"-who made the trek westward In 


.Conestogas-showered their affection on crude dolls 
made from materials on hand such as corn cobs, 
husks, as well as straw or rag dolls. 


But no matter what the age or era, toys reflect 


the Important advances made In the use of mater- 
ials before they became popular. To illustrate this, 
for example, between 1850 and 1900. more than 200 
different mechanical banks were made to Induce thrift 
in the younger generation. However, these banks would 
not have been possible if casting iron into thin sec- 
tions had not been perfected shortly before the In- 
troduction of these toy banks. 


From early Egyptian dynasty to contemporary times, 


toys have previewed the metals and materials that 
were fast becoming popular. Even before steel be- 
came important for its variety of uses, It was first 
used In toys. This was true of rubber and plastic, 
as they were subsequently developed. 


Today, space program products that must with- 


stand extremes in heat and cold are being pre-tested 
for their durability by youngsters. One manufact- 
urer pre-tested TV remote control by having a toy 
boat built for his young son to experiment from shore, 


Toys of a bygone era that reflect American his- 


tory have been gathered at the Harold Warp Pio- 
neer Village at Minden In south central Nebraska. 
In addition to a complete toy circus there are dls- 
played the complete evolution of toy tricycles, wa- 
gons, and dolls of all kinds, (including rag, straw 
and corn cob dolls) as well as many other toys once 
so dear to a young master or mistress, 


Today, thousands of toys are introduced annually, 


yet of these only a few survive to go on for ano- 
ther year. However, of all toys in history one seems 
to have captured the hearts of youngsters of more 
than one generation; this is the "Teddy^Bear" named 
after our President Theodore Roosevelt, Remarkably, 
the "Teddy-Bear" Is still around today. 


Arthur and Harper had their
